No. 96 -ITC(PN) /63.—Attention of the importers is invited to the Import policy 
for Liquid paraffin falling under S. No. 17(b) /V, of the I.T.C. Schedule as given 
in Section II of the current Red Book, according to which the import of this item 
is banned during April, 1963—March, 1964, period. 

2. As a result of representations received from the trade that the dealers of 
Liquid paraffin are experiencing difficulties in procuring their requirements from 
the indigenous manufacturers, the position has been reviewed and it has been 
decided to allow the Import of Liquid paraffin to the Established Importers at a 
quota of 10 per cent.
